CHICAGO, June 16 (AP) —Ruth 
Steinhagen, 19-year-old girl ad- 
mirer who shot First Baseman 
Eddie Waitkus of the Philadel- 
phia Phillies, wept today on going 
to felony court, where she was 
ordered examined by a psychia- 
trist. 

She was arraigned on a charge 
of assault with intent to murder. 
Waitkus now is given a good 
chance to recover. 

Tears rolled down her cheeks 

she talked with reporters in 
an anteroom before she faced the 
judge. 

“For the first time I’m begin- 
ning to realize what I’ve done,” 
she said. | 

“Up until now it had been more 
or less of a dream.” 

Waitkus, 29, shot near the heart 
with a .22 caliber rifle bullet after 
being lured to her hotel room 
early yesterday was reported “a

The girl, a bobby soxer, who held 
a secret love for Waitkus although 
she didn’t know him, gave police a 
long, statement yesterday in which 
she related how she lured Waitkus 
to her room in the Edgewater 
Beach Hotel with aspleading note, 
then shot her hero point blank 
with the rifle.

“Last night the thought that I 
had done something wrong kept 
preying on my mind,” she told

Waitkus Seemed Friendly. 

She said she atways had liked 
baseball players after seeing her 
first game in 1946, when Waitkus 
was playing with the Cubs.

He always turned to wave 
at those who called out to him as 
he left the field, she said, while 
the others simply hurried away.

Investigators described the case 
as one of Chicago's most bizarre 


fad of star-struck girls and the

Miss Steinhagen, a slim brun- 
ette, attempted to kill Waitkus 
even though she had never met 
him and he did not know she 
existed. Psychiatrists said she 
wanted to destroy him because 
she couldn’t have him and there 
could be no happy solution to her 
wild infatuation for him. 

Came From a Good Home. 

On one side, Ruth was a quiet, 
well-mannered girl. She was above 
average in her studies at Jones 
Commercial High School and at 
business college. She came from 
a comfortable, well-managed mid- 
dle-class home. 

On the bad side, doctors said, 
she was a dreamer to the extreme. 
This became her dominant per- 
sonality. She spent hours mulling 
over scores of pictures of the 
handsome Waitkus, his playing 
records and clippings about his 
activities. Once, when he passed 
near her outside a ball park, she 
nearly fainted. 

Her infatuation broke up her 
home life. Her mother, Mrs. Edith 
Steinhagen, a plump, motherly 
woman, said the girl visited two 
psychiatrists last winter and 
spring for analysis of her emotions 
about Waitkus. They told her she 
must forget him and find other 
interests. 

Finally the girl left home and 
moved to a small room where she 
“could be alone with Eddie’s pic- 
tures,” her mother said. She ob- 
tained a job as a typist with the 
Continental Casualty Co. In her 
free hours she set up a Waitkus 
“shrine” in her little room, deco- 
rating the walls with his pictures 
s team’s pennants. Some- 
times she read books on psychi- 
atry in an attempt to analyze her 
emotions. 

Reminded Her of Father. 

She said Waitkus reminded her 
of her father, Walter, 56, a die 
setter. 

Dr. Robert Kelleher, municipal 
court psychiatrist, said the girl’s 
attempt to kill Waitkus and her 
love for him, plus identifying him 
with her father, marked her ab- 
normality. 

It may be, he said, that the girl 
had an abnormal attitude towards 
her father since childhood. Be- 
cause of some quirk, he said, her 
love for her father turned to hos- 
tility. Then she turned her affec- 
tions to Waitkus and did not want 


to be rejected by him. 


She was bored with single life, 
according to her statements to 
police. She wanted excitement 
and limelight. She had intended 
to kill Waitkus and then commit 
suicide to gain wide publicity, she 
said. That the bad side of her 
personality was dominant was ex- 
pressed in her statement) 

“The real me is the one who 
shot Waitkus.” 

Bot Interested in Baseball. 

She became interested in base- 
ball when she was 16. A boy friend 
took her to several games, He 
wanted to marry her but she said 
she was too young. She saw him

Major league baseball clubs fur- 
nish all possible types of protec- 
tion for ball players at the park, 
but once away from the stadiums 
the players are on their own, a

J. 

Every major league team fur- 
nishes police protection to players 
leaving the park. Many of the 
teams have special parking lots 
to permit players to enter their 
cars and drive away without in- 
terference. 

All clubs refuse to furnish tele- 
phone numbers or home addresses 
to casual inquirers. This policy 
has arisen through years of con- 
stant attention by the average 
fans, and recently teen-agers in 
particular, 


Few Incidents Occur. 

Despite the swarms of goggle- 
eyed kids who seek autographs 
outside every park after every 
game, few incidents have occurred. 

Before the shooting of Waitkus 
the last episode involving a player 
and a fan was the Freddie Boysen 
brush with Manager Leo Durocher 
of the New York Giants in the 
Polo Grounds last month. 

Boysen charged that Durocher 
assaulted him, but the manager 
was exonerated by Baseball Com- 
missioner A. B. Chandler after a 
full investigation. Boysen later 
dropped legal charges. 

Clark Griffith, elderly owner of 
the Washington Senators, could 
not remember any serious annoy- 
ance of his players by fans. How- 
ever, he said the club did not re- 
veal addresses or phone numbers 
“just to keep them from being 
annoyed by fans.” 

Giants Use Police. 


Since the Durocher-Boysen inci- 
dent, the New York Giants have 
used police to keep fans off the 
field until all players reach the 
clubhouse. Both the Giants and 
Yankees furnish special parking 
lots for players. The Brooklyn 
Dodgers have the same setup. 

Tom Dowd, traveling secretary 
of the Boston Red Sox, said fans 
have followed his team from city 
to city and occasionally even stalk 
players in hotel corridors. On 
June 5, four drunken fans delayed 
a game and later allegedly beat a 
special policeman with a sawdust 
bucket. 

The Red Sox have a private 
parking lot for the players which 
is guarded by mounted police, but 
the Braves have only street park- 
ing with police around. 

Both the Philadelphia Phillies 
and Athletics refuse to furnish in- 
formation on their players, but 
relay messages to players who 
then can call back if they wish. 
Other than autograph requests, 
there have been no incidents at 
the parks. , 

Refuse Information. 

In Pittsburgh and Cincinnati 
there have been no incidents but 
both the Pirates and Reds refuse 
to furnish information concerning 
their stars to casual callers. 

In St. Louis both the Cardinals 
and Browns maintain guards to 
keep the crowds away from the 
players, but once the players leave 
the ball park they're on their own. 

In Chicago the Cubs and White’ 
Sox use a large crew of ushers 
to protect players on the field and 
at the clubhouse, and both teams

$5,700,000 has been thrown eut by 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, on the ground the com- 
pany had failed to show it actu- 
ally faced an emergency. 

The five-member commission 
was unahimous yesterday in an 


unusual announcement from the 
bench that the case would be dis- 
missed. This action took both the 
company and the communities op- 
posing the higher rates by sur- 
prise, as they had assumed the 
commission would permit presen- 
tation of àa complete case by both 
Sides. 

The company rested on the tes- 
timony of one witness, who was 
on the stand for only 85 minutes, 
presenting four brief statistical 
exhibits, The opponents requested 
a delay to prepare for intensive 
cross examination. Then the com- 
mission held a conference in pri- 
vate, after which Chairman Mor- 
ris E. Osburn announced the re- 
sult. 

Stresses Emergency Basis. 

“The commission,” he said, “is 
of the opinion that in this case 
we are not too vitally concerned 
with whether the company is or 
is not making what might be 
termed a reasonable rate-of re- 
turn on the property that it is 
using in its business. This is an 
emergency case and must be 
treated as an emergency. 

“Now, the commission has con- 
cluded that the company’s case 
does not prima facie show emer- 
gency. Don’t get the impression 
that the commission means by that 
the company is making a fair re- 
turn; that question is not in this 
case. The only question at this 
time is, has this company made a 
prima facie case of an existing 
emergency.” 

Touching on an objection raised 
by some of the opponents, that 
the commission has no authority 
to act on emergency or temporary 
utility rates, Osburn stated that 
the commission believed it had the 
power and the duty to deal with 
emergency cases, where emergency 
is shown. He also said that the 
commission felt emergency rate 
increases, if granted, could be im- 
pounded pending final determina- 
tion of their need, or collected un- 
der bond to protect customers. 
This answered a challenge on that 
authority raised by some of the 
objectors. 

“Unless the company has evi- 
dence which shows an emergen- 
cy,” Osburn continued, “an order 
will be issued, not in weeks, but 
in the next day or two, following 
substantially what I have an- 
nounced here, which of course will 
dismiss the emergency applica- 
tion.” ö 

No New Evidence Offered. 

No effort was made by the com- 
pany to offer any additional evi- 
dence. In contrast, company wit- 
nesses had spent a large part of 
the 30-day hearing in Southwest- 
ern Bell's previous rate case, pre- 
senting elaborate documented tes- 
timony. 

John Mohler, company counsel, 


announcement yesterday, to pin 
the commission down to what fig- 
ure might constitute an emergen- 
cy. Referring to the testimony 
that the company has been mak- 
ing a return of about 3% per cent 
on its investment lately, he asked 
if the commission felt that this 
level of earning did not constitute 
an emergency. Osburn replied 
that whether or not it did de- 
pends on a lot of facts and cir- 
cumstances,” but that in the ab- 
sence of a prima facie showing 
the case was like any ordinary 
rate case.

“The commission cannot say 
from the facts that have been pre- 
sented in this case whether it 
does or does not amount to con- 
fiscation,” Osburn replied. 

The exhibit which Mohler said 
constituted the best showing of 
the company’s situation gave its 
return available for debt interest, 
stock dividends and surplus, on 
Missouri intrastate operations, at 
3.4 per cent on the investment. 

In response to a question by 
Commissioner John P. Randolph, 
the witness, C. R. DeWitt, chief 
supervising accountant for the 
company, said no calculation had 
been made to show the effect on 
maintaining stock dividends,

Interest Slightly Below Senate’s High Figure 


Set After Unusual Letters by Gov. 


Smith Urge Agreement.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 16— 
A so-called compromise. small loan 
interest rate bill, which would 
legalize charges of 19.6 to 32 per 
cent a year on installment loans 
up to $600, was adopted last night 
by the Senate-House small loan 
conference committee, 
The joint committee, dominate 
by legislators favoring the high 
interest rates demanded by small 
loan companies, proposed rates 
only slightly less than those pro- 
vided for in the high rate bill 
passed by the Senate and killed 
in the House. The committee rates 
are considerably in excess of the 
more modest charges voted by the 
House but rejected in the Senate. 
Letters by Governor. 
Adoption of the compromise 
bill followed the. sending by Gov. 
Forrest Smith of  precedent- 
breaking letters to conference 
committee members, urging them 
to end the deadlock between the 


two houses and “agree on some 
workable compromise that will be 
fair to both the lender and the’ 
borrower.” 

The Governor cautiously avoided 
any specific recommendation as 
to what the rates should be, but 
arguments in his letter were simi- 
lar to those advanced by small 
loan lobbyists in urging legisla- 
tion of high interest rates. Gov. 
Smith declared there is a “crying 
need” for small loan legislation 
in Missouri, and his letters left 
the impression he would sign vir- 
tually any small loan bill passed 
by the Legislature. 


Gov. Smith asserted at his press 
conference today that he had not 
seen the compromise measure and 
could not say whether the pro- 
posed rates would meet his ap- 
proval. He said he had not come 
to any conclusion as to what a 
fair rate should be.

Mayor Discloses Program 
for Taking Care of 
Families Affected by 
Traffic Way. 


A new city housing project, for 
accommodation of the families to 
be displaced by the construction 
of the Third street interregional 
highway, was described by Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst today to mem- 
bers of the cdypmittee named for 
relocation of these families, 


The Mayor said the housing de- 
velopment would be the fourth in 
St. Louis. The first two are 
Clinton-Peabody and Carr Square; 
the third is as yet only a plan for 
a development in the neighbor- 
hood of Ninth and O’Fallon 
streets. He said he would take 
up the plan with the St. Louis 
Housing Authority. 

The number of dwelling units 
which will have to be replaced 
after the demolition necessary for 
the highway is about 320, the 
Mayor said. He said he would ask 
to have at least one full-time 
worker engaged in finding quar- 
ters for those first to be moved, 
and would promote the public 
housing enterprise as the perma- 
nent solution. 


2 REPORTED SEIZED 
IN CZECH CATHOLIC 
PRELATE’S PALACE 


PRAGUE, June 16 (UP)—Czech 
police entered the palace of Cath- 
olic Archbishop Josef Beran 
Wednesday, arrested his chancel- 
lor and a priest, and stationed 
guards throughout the building, 
reliable church sources said to- 
night. 

Some sources said the arch- 
bishop himself was ordered con- 
fined to the palace, but this could 
not be confirmed. Others said he 
had made no attempt to leave. 

Ten police were said to have 
gone to the palace while Arch- 
bishop Beran and some of his 
bishops were at lunch. The police 
demanded the keys to the consis- 
tory and seized a mimeograph and 


some forms there. 


Those arrested were identified 
as Chancellor Doerner and a 
Father Kucera, who was employed 
in the consistory office. 

Catholic sources said govern- 
ment men have been installed in 
the archbishop’s office to inspect 
all correspondence and other com- 
munications. , 

The reported action marked an- 
other move in the government’# 
campaign to curb the authority of 
the archbishop, who repeatedly 
has denounced the Communist 
government. He has threatened 
church punishment, presumably 
up to and including excommuni- 
cation, for any Catholics who co- 
operate with the government.

WADLEIGH SAYS 
Ht GAVE PAPERS 


TO EX SPY COURIER 


Surprise Witness -at Hiss 
Trial Names Chambers, 
‘David Carpenter’ as 
Recipients. 


NEW YORK, June 16 (AP) — 
Henry Julian Wadleigh, former 
State Department, official, testi- 
fied today at the Alger Hiss per- 
jury trial that he handed over de- 
partmental documents to Whit- 
taker Chambers, self-styled pre- 
war courier for a Soviet spy 


ring. . 

Earlier in the trial, Chambers 
identified Wadleigh as one of five 
sources of Government documents 
which he forwarded to the ring. 

Wadleigh testified he recalled 
giving documents to Chambers 
and to a “David Carpenter.” 

(Chambers mentioned the name 
of “David Carpenter” earlier as 
one of the persons who photo- 
graphed documents which Cham- 
bers charged he procured from 
Hiss. In the past Wadleigh had 
declined all comment when his 
name was mentioned in the case.) 

Wadleigh, who is 44 years old, 
testified in a low, clear voice that 
betaryed no emotion. An Oxford- 
educated clergyman’s son, former- 
ly of Greenfield, Mass., he left the 
State Department in 1946 to go 
with UNRRA. Last year he took a 
job with an Italian Government 
office in this country. 

Appearing as a surprise prose- 
cution witness, Wadleigh said he

The compromise would let either 
the House or the Senate block a 
presidential plan but only by the 
vote of a “constitutional” major- 
ity—that is by a majority of all 
the members, not just a majority 
of those voting. 

Thus it would take the votes of 
at least 49 Senators or at least 218 
House members to exercise the 
veto power. 

Eliminated completely by the 
compromise was a provision in 
the House bill requiring that any 
reorganization plans affecting the 
National Military Establishment 
and six other agencies to be sub- 
mitted to Congress separately. 

The other agencies were the 
Federal Reserve Board, Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Securities 
and Exchange Commission, Rail- 
road Retirement Board, National 
Mediation Board and National 
Railroad Adjustment Board. 

Both Hoover and Truman had 
opposed giving special treatment 
to any agencies.

He read a letter from Eisen- 
hower which said: “Let me reit- 
erate—I believe that unless we 
immediately provide a decent scale 
of pay and allowances that will 
attract good leadership of our | 
military forces, we are foolish and | 
stupid to spend won those forces | 
the many billions of dollars we 
are now devoting to them.” 

The measure passed the House 
on a voice vote after several vain 
attempts to shave down increases 
for the top brass and to cut extra 
pay for flight and submarine duty. 

Cost to Taper Off. 

The bill would cost about 3358, 
000,000 for the first full fiscal 
year it is in effect, but this would 
drop off to about $302,000,000 a 
year after 1952. 

The individual increases would 
run from 3 per cent for the low- 
est rank after four months’ duty 
up to about 37 per cent for brig- 
adier generals. There also is a 
provision continuing family allow- 
ances for enlisted men through 
current enlistments. 

It took two tries to get the 
measure through the House. It 
was opposed both times by young 
World War II veterans who 
wanted to concentrate the largest 
pay raises in the junior officer 
and enlisted ranks. The first bill,

Civil Rights Hearing. | 

Attorney General Clark and in- 
dustrialist Charles E. Wilson 
teamed up yesterday in a plea toa 
House judiciary subcommittee to 
“plug the gaps” in the civil rights 
laws and forbid Jim Crow prac- 
tices in transportation. 

Each supported strongly a broad

Clark said present laws fall far 

short” of supplying proper protec- 

tion of “life, liberty and property.” 

He said a “large number of our. 
people” now “live in fear and dis- 

trust.” 

He proposed a new law to “re- 

move all doubts” that interstate 

transportation facilities, like trains, 

busses and airplanes, are “avail- 

able to all without distinction be- 

cause of race or color.” 

Wilson, president of General 
Electric Co., said civil rights laws 
have become “increasingly inade- 
quate and archaic” and need a 
thorough overhauling. “If we now | 
modernize these statutes,” he said, | 
“we can make them effective 
twentieth century tools for the 
protection of civil rights.” | 

Clark, supporting an anti-lynch- 
ing bill, said today, the time has 
come for Congress to give a gov- 
ernmental guarantee to “the free- 
dom to live.” 

“The crime of lynching,” he 
said, “is a blot on our national 
life.” 

Old Age Insurance Plan. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee was reported to have 
reached a tentative agreement on 
legislation to bring about 12,000,000 
more workers under old age insur- 
ance. The newly covered workers 
are not expected to include 5,000,-

Lee Smith and Commissioner Har- 


term in Congress. He succeeded 
Ed Moore, millionaire oil promoter 
of Oklahoma who did not run for 
re-election. Moore last year was 
co-author of the Moore-Rizley 
amendment to the natural gas act, 
which was beaten after a long 
fight by Olds:

Public Hearings. 

Public hearings on the reap- 
pointment will be held shortly by 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee, headed by Chairman 
Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado. 

Purcell L. Smith, $65,000-a-year 
lobbyist for and president of the 
National Association of Electric 
Companies, told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday that individual members 
of the association will talk to 
their Senators to urge defeat of 
Olds. 

Smith said that he and his pri- 
vate power associates are stanch- 
ly opposed to Olds because the 
latter “sits on a quasi-judicial 
body, the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, but does not have a judicial 
attitude toward the problems of 
the utilities industry.” 

No Formal Statement. 

“I don’t want to make a formal, 
public announcement or statement 
of our position,” said Smith, “but 
the fact is that we are against 
him. The association as a whole 
will not take a stand; it is up to 
the individual members to do what 
they can.” 

Smith was sought out by the 
reporter at a breakfast given by 
his association for Washington 
correspondents, at which he and 
other speakers detailed the prog- 
ress made in a nine-billion-dollar 
expansion program being under- 
taken by the electric light and 
power industry. The five-year ex- 
pansion program is now at the 
half-way mark. 

Senator Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, who has extensive oil 
and gas interests, told the Post- 
Dispatch that he personally vis- 
ited Truman several weeks ago to 
urge him not to reappoint Olds. 
Kerr is backing a new amendment 
to the natural gas act, opposed by 
Olds, which would exempt federal 
jurisdiction over “arms-length” 
Sales of natural gas in interstate 
commerce by producers and gath- 
erers. 

Kerr and Public Power. 

He vigorously denied, however, 
that his opposition to Olds is 
based on any feeling that Qlds is 
too-much in favor of public power. 
“I’m more public-power minded 
than he is,” said Kerr. “No man 
has worked harder for public 
Power than I have. Personally I 
don’t see why private and public 
power programs need conflict at 
all. They can work together, in 
harmony.

ow did they do it?“ is the question often asked by visitors 
to Omaha Beach where, five years ago this month, Americans 
accomplished the toughest of all invasion landings on the 


“They did it with their own blood,” is the definitive answer. 


Pointe du Hoe affords a strik- 
ing case history of how the Amer- 
icans did the impossible, at great 
cost. The nearby cemetery of St. 
Laurent reflects part of the price 
paid to penetrate Hitler's Atlantic 
Wall. 

Pointe du Hoe reminds one of 
the chalk cliffs of Dover across 
the Channel. It is a knife-shaped 
promontory ending abruptly at 
the water's edge in a sheer cliff 
85 to 100 feet high. The landing 
area in front of the cliff measures 
only 25 yards when the tide is 
most favorable; at other times, the 
Channel seas pound high agains? 
the cliff. 

Could this natural fortress be 
captured by frontal assault? Im- 
Possible, 
American experts. 

“Why,” said one expert, “an old 
lady with a broom could stand on 


top and sweep back any invader | Russians 


who managed to climb that high.” 
Rangers Get the Job. 
So the task of accomplishing 


the impossible was assigned to 


the Rangers, especially trained for 
such derring-do. The Rangers 
are so tough they insist that para- 
troopers, marines and commandos 
are pantywaists by comparison. 

Early on the morning of June 6, 
1944, 200 Rangers landed at the 
base of Pointe du Hoe. Their mis- 
sion was to neutralize a battery 
of six 155-MM howitzers so situ- 
ated as to control the entire 
beach. The landing was made 
under opposition, but assisted by 
naval and aerial bombardment 
which drove the old lady with the 
broom from the precipice. This 
enabled the Rangers to shoot up 
their rope ladders and scale the 
cliff. 

In the meantime, the Germans 
had removed their big guns from 
the battery emplacements at the 
clifftop. s the Rangers climbed 
to the peak of the promontory 
they were pinned down by a mur- 
derous fire from the concealed 
howitzers now a mile away. Lit- 
@rally, they were caught between 
the devil Hitler and the deep blue 
sea. The old lady with the broom 
was about to sweep them back 
whence they came, 

Texas to the Rescue. 

In this extremity, the battle- 
ship Texas came to their rescue, 
and its 16-inchers knocked out the 
enemy howitzers. The Rangers 
had helped to make Omaha Beach 
a little safer, but in doing so had 
suffered heavy casualties. Some 
of them rest today at St. Laurent- 
sur-mer, 

* — * 

In peacetime, St. Laurent was, 
and is, a middle-class bathing 
beach, not so fancy as Deuville 
or Trouville farther up the coast. 
Today, the St. Laurent beach is 
littered with invasion wreckage, 
but the beach patrons are return- 
ing for the sands have been 
cleared (it is hoped) of all mines. 


Above the sands is a _ steep 
plateau, not quite as high as 
Pointe du Hoe, but high enough 
to give a magnificent view out 
over the Channel. Once this was 
a Norman apple orchard. Now 
it is an American military ceme- 
tery where the brisk winds from 
the Channel murmur a requiem 
over the fallen heroes. 

In Western Europe fighting, 
157,000 Americans lost their lives. 
More than 77,000 of these World 
War II dead have been returned 
thus far to the United States for 
final burial.

Besides St: Laurent, the nerma- 
nent American military cemeteries 
for World War II dead are Cam- 
bridge in England; Margraten in 
Holland; Hamm in Luxembourg; 
Henri Chapelle and Neuville-en- 
Condroz in Belgium; and St. Av- | 
old, Draguignan and St. James 
Epinal in France. 

At St. Laurent are buried 3700, 
including Gen. Lesley McNair and 
Gen. Theodore Roosevelt II. All 
graves, whether of generals or 
buck privates, have simple wood- 
en markers painted white and 
bearing the name of the fallen 
ones, without rank or distinction. 
Gold Star mothers will be re- 
assured to know their sons are 
being -well looked after in West- 
ern Europe—that is, those whose 
bodies were left in the lands where 
they had sacrificed their lives. 
When landscaping operations are 
Laurent and the 
rest of the permanent cemeteries 
will be things of beauty. 

Relatives May Visit Graves. 

All visitors were barred while 
exhumation operations were in 
progress. Now that the transfer 
of remains is nearly finished, 
American tourists are permitted 
to visit the graves of their kins- 
men. The local French folks are 
still barred, but soon will be al- 
lowed to resume their practice of 
decorating the graves of their lib- 
erators. 

In more than one place the local 
residents asked that the tempo- 
rary cemeteries in their midst be 
made permanent, and they were 
sorrowful when this could not be 
done. But the French, the Bel- 
gians, the Dutch and the Luxem- 
bourgers have not forgotten the 
Americans — though they would 
like to forget the Germans. 

A few miles inland from St. 
Laurent is the German military 
cemetery at LaCambe. There the 
crosses are black, not white. 
There the weeds are growing up 
and blotting out the melancholy 
black crosses. 

But one can still see that most 
of the crosses are marked not 
with any name but with one word 
‘only: 

“Unknown.”

OMMUNIST CHINA shines as an apparently willing satellite of 
Russia. There is no sign of coercion or compulsion in the relation- 
ship. There is every sign the Chinese Communists are in fact 


eager to follow the dictates of Moscow. 

As one just coming from Communist Peiping, I have been asked: 
“Are Chinese Communists simple agrarian reformers Who by an 
unfortunate mischance chose the wrong label?“ 


The answer is a positive “No.” 
Myth Exploded. 

The idea that they are only 
agrarian reformers is a myth 
which has been exploded in the 
minds of nearly everyone in North 
China. That goes for Chinese as 
well as foreigners. 

Chinese Communists are exactly 
what they say they are—Commu- 
nists. 

Their doctrines are those of Karl 
Marx, as adapted by his disciples, 
Lenin and Stalin—and by Mao Tse- 


tung, leader of China's Commu- 


nists. 

Through the rule of Mao and his 
party, China is becoming an ex- 
tension of the Soviet power bloc. 

There is as yet no open evidence, 
which would be conclusive in a 
court of law, that the Kremlin is 
giving direct, active aid to the 
Chinese Communists. However, 
the affinity between the Kremlin 
and Peiping, the capital of Com- 
munist China, is indisputable. 

Chinese Communist leaders are 


such well-trained Marxists that by 

following Soviet propaganda they 
know what tack to take. For ex- 
ample, when Russia propesed the 
four-power talks to discuss the 
Berlin question, the Chinese Com- 
munists called a temporary hait 
to their attacks on “American im- 
perialism.“ 

One of the first things the Chi- 
nese Reds did when they felt firm- 
ly on their feet in Peiping was to 
proclaim that they would fight on 
Russia's side in event of war. 
There is no evidence Russia asked 
for this declaration. In fact, 
Peiping gossip had it that the 
Russians were somewhat put out 
because the Chinese Communists 
took the step without Moscow's 
direction.

An English Woman Speaks Up 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just been reading an account 
in a local paper of your literary critic’s 
criticism of a book by Fred Vander- 
schmidt entifled “What the English 
Think ot Us.” 

It is true that there are many Eng- 
lishmen (the majority I hope) who hate 
being dependent on America and some 
(unfortunately in this case only a minor- 
ity) who think American aid could have 
been done without or at any rate re- 
duced, but I am quite sure Americans 
would have felt the same had the posi- 
tions been reversed. 

This does not mean that there is not 
a great feeling of gratitude for the gen- 
erous impulses behind this aid, or for 
the many schemes organized by Ameri- 
cans to help the less fortunate people 
on the Continent. 

Unless you export only your worst 
films to Britain, American films certain- 
ly aren’t better than ours. Of course 
there have been some very good Amer- 
ican films and Jane Wyman won the 
Daily Express Award for the best 
actress of the year, whereas there are 
some bad British films, but there is no 
question (in my opinion at least and 
that of most of my fellow-countrymen) 
that on the whole British films are very 
much better than American ones. 

Your critic apparently thinks there is 
something contradictory about our re- 
pudiation of Loretta Young’s contention 
that we were starving on the one hand 
and some English people’s explanation 

of our Olympic and other losses by 
blaming it onto insufficient food. I am 
not one of the very small minority who 
think that had we been as well fed as 
the Americans we should have won 
everything that they won. That is sheer 
fallacy, and there were obviously many 
more factors leading to our athletic de- 
feats than mere undernourishment. But 
surely there is a vast difference be- 
tween actual starvation and a state of 
not having quite enough to eat over a 
period of nearly 10 years since ration- 
ing and austerity began. 

You won't find anybody starving in 
Britain, and apart from old age pen- 
sioners and other people who can’t af- 
ford restaurant meals you won’t even 
find much actual undernourishment— 


but remember British rations next time 


you criticize British output. a 
There is still a vast amount of igno- 
rance over here about America, espe- 
cially among some teen-agers who judge 
the whole country by the more glamor- 
ous Hollywood films, and Communists 
and extreme Socialists who set it up as 
an extreme example of the wicked capi- 
talist state; while a recent Gallup poll 
showed that something like 3 per cent 
of the people here thought America was 
still a British colony. But from every 
indication, this British ignorance of 
America is nothing compared with 
America’s ignorance of Britain, an igno- 
rance which your critic seems to be 
fostering rather than enlightening.

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The Inexorable Counter -Clockwise 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

For the past two days rain has been 
falling in torrents, with frequent heavy 
winds and much roaring of thunder. Due 
to an incompetent city administration, 
the storm sewer near my place, once an 
efficient open ditch, lacks the capacity 
to carry heavy downpours. It chokes 
and gurgles, finally gives up, and floods 
my back yard with two to three feet of 
water. At such time it is necessary to 
put a bulkhead in our basement door to 
hold the water back. Nevertheless, 
enough seeps in to require my attention 
at the basement drain, to see that it 
doesn’t become clogged and provide us 
with a smelly, turbid swimming pool. 

While watching this drain I ponder’ 
the seeming needless frailties of man, 
and note with interest the counter- 
clockwise movement of the whirlpool 
over the drain. However much I may 
try to reverse the movement, it persists 
in its destined course of flowing oppo- 
gite the clock. 

Scientists tell us that this results from 
the slower surface movement of the 
earth as we approach the poles from fhe 
Equator. Thus, north of the Equator, 
the surface speed of the earth is always 
a little greater on the south side of a 
fixed point than it is on the north side. 
‘This starts the counter-clockwise whirl- 
ing of water as it passes through an 
opening. South of the Equator it is the 
morth side of a fixed point that moves 
fastest. Hence the whirling is clock- 
wise. 

This results in wonderment as to 
whether, directly on the Equator, water 
will pass through an opening without

Railroads vs. Safety Laws 


Measures to give the Interstate Commerce 
Commission more authority over the railways in 


the interests of safety are opposed by the As- 


sociation of American Railroads. 

It says the ICC shouldn’t be allowed to com- 
pel railroads to install train radio because train 
radio is only in the experimental stage. At the 
same time, its spokesman says more than half of 
the larger railroads are using radio communica- 
tion—which would seem to put it in a pretty 
practical working stage. 

As a matter of fact, radio telephone was 
adapted to railroad use in Germany and put into 
service on the crack Hamburg-Berlin express 
more than 15 years ago. An American trans- 
portation consultant, Noten D. Ballentine, rail- 
road consultant, of New York City, has shown 
that train radio would expedite the movement of 
railroad traffic, reduce costs, and pay for itself 
in six years. 

It doesn’t stand to reason that radio, which is 
so indispensable to air line operation, should 
not be useful on the railroads. Many bloody and 
costly wrecks in recent years could have been 
averted if the train crews had been able to talk 
with each other by radio telephone and verify 
their understanding of their orders and of where 
their trains were at the moment. 

The railroad association also objects to giving 
the ICC authority to promulgate safety rules and 
see to their enforcement. Yet wrecks continue 
to occur because of violations of rules. One ex- 
ample was the Missouri Pacific wreck at Otter- 
ville, Mo., on New Year’s day last year, killing 
14 and injuring 44. Several members of the 
crew testified that they were not very familiar 
with the rules. One said he had not attended a 
rules quiz in three years. ‘The Missouri Pacific 
did something to correct these ‘lax conditions 
after the wreck, but it would have been better if 
the ICC had been empowered to require their 
correction before the wreck could occur. 

The spokesman for the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads says the proposed new legislation 
broadening the powers of the ICC should not be 
enacted unless the railroads are “laggard” about 
safety measures. The railroads have been lag- 
gard about virtually every safety measure they 
have ever adopted. 

The late Commissioner Eastman said safety 
installations by railroads “have not been the 
product of initiative upon the part of the car- 
riers, but have resulted chiefly from govern- 
mental interference with their affairs.” An ex- 
ample is the block signal system. Though it has 
been available for some 50 years, it has been in- 
stalled on less than half the railroad trackage in 
the United States. 

Finally, the Association of American Railroads 
doesn’t want the ICC to have these new powers 
because it says it is afraid of what the commis- 
sion would do with them. That is hard to be- 
lieve, for one of the worst shortcomings of the 
ICC has been its unwillingness to use more than 
a fraction of its powers of safety regulation. 

There is an old saying that you can’t beat 
something with nothing. Yet the railroads offer 
no convincing evidence that they will go ahead 
with these safety measures on their own initia- 
tive if the ICC doesn’t compel them. They sim- 
ply oppose the whole business, as Commissioner 
Eastman said 20 years ago they always had. 

Under these circumstances, the new powers 
for ICC offer the only hope for a really deter- 
mined effort to minimize railroad disasters. 
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A Toll Highway to Kansas City 

H. P. Daniells of the State Highway Commis- 
sion estimates that it would cost $115,000,000 to 
build an express toll highway from St. Louis to 
Kansas City. That is a lot of money, but it need 
not deter full consideration of the proposal of 
Representatfve Pruett of Lafayette county that 
such a road be built. . 

Mr. Pruett’s inspiration came from the mag- 
nificent Pennsylvania turnpike from Harrisburg 
to a point just east of Pittsburgh. This 160-mile 
stretch is a model road making for speed and 
safety. It is paying for itself in tolls, and it 
takes in between $300,000 and $500,000 a year in 
signs and concessions. 

It would be fine to have such a road in Mis- 
souri, and our guess is that motorists would 
gladly pay a cent a mile, or $2.50 for the 250 
miles to Kansas City, to traverse it. 
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For a Webbe Bill Veto 


In its fight against the Webbe bill, the Darst 
administration has an able ally in the person of 
Senator R. Jasper Smith of Springfield. This 
bill, recently passed by the Legislature, prohib- 
its eviction of residents from the Third street 
traffic way area for two years. While Mayor 
Darst is thoroughly in sympathy with the ob- 
jective of the measure, he fears that for it to 
become law would endanger grants of $8,000,000 
in state and federal funds to build the Third 
street project. 

Senator Smith makes two points: one, that the 
bill impairs a contract already entered into be- 
tween St. Louis and the State Highway Commis- 
sion, under which the city agreed to acquire the 
right of way and the commission to supervise 
construction; second, that the bill violates a pro- 
vision of the State Constitution under which the 
Highway Department has power to locate state 
highways. 

While Senator Smith’s objections have had no 
weight with the Senate, they add to the reasons 
advanced for a veto by Gov. Smith. The Gover- 
enor has promised to give careful thought to the 
matter, in the light of St. Louis’ objections. He 
has before him the solemn promise that the city 
will find homes for those who are to be dis- 
placed, and the current activity to this end. 

The Third street project is of immense im- 
portance to St. Louis. It is needed to anchor 
downtown realty values and city tax income, and 
to provide a needed artery for visitors to the 
future Jefferson memorial on the riverfront. 
Under the circumstances, the city can well afford 
to devote every effort to finding new homes for 
present residents of the area. Moreover, it has 
a profound moral obligation to do so. 

Here is a case where the Governor can pre- 
vent the city from being straitjacketed by the 
Webbe bill and can trust it to make good its ob- 
ligation to those who would be dispossessed.

arguments against the Stolar amendment, object- 
ing to it as a “one-man veto” and saying they 
favored majority rule. To which Mr. Stolar re- 
torted that the issue, as thus presented, was 
“strictly phony,” as the board has other rules 
requiring more than a bare majority. 

Habits of secrecy, grown up over the years in 
school board practice, have triumphed again over 
a proposal to keep the public informed. 
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As the Housing Showdown Nears 

The wisdom of the Democratic Congress in 
breaking the House Rules Committee’s legisla- 
tive road-block stands confirmed on the first 
test. Last year the committee, controlled by 
high-seniority Dixiecrats and mossback Republi- 
cans, refused to let the House vote on the Hous- 
ing Act of 1948 until public housing and slum 
clearance were removed from it. This year’s 
eommittee longed to do the same thing, and it 
has sat on the Senate-passed housing bill until 
this week. In this Congress, however, the meas- 
ure could be brought out despite the real estate 
lobby’s handmaidens on the committee, so the 
committee reluctantly turned it loose 12 days be- 
fore its delaying power was to expire. 


This does not mean that the long housing bat- 
tle is won. The Senate overwhelmingly passed a 
similar bill, and the House is supposed to be 
closer than the Senate to the people, but it has 
not been so in recent years on housing and other 
progressive legislation. Republican Leader Mar- 
tin, who has fought the housing bill from the 
outset, still hopes to kill it with his specious plea 
that the country can’t afford to clear slums and 
provide better homes for Americans to live in. 


“It might mean,” says Mr. Martin, “new taxes 
and shove the nation into a depression.” In 
fact, the maximum annual outlay under the bill 
is a very small fraction of the federal budget, 
and even this expense won’t begin to accrue for 
a year or two. As to causing a depression, 
timely investments to increase the national 


wealth, such as good housing, are the surest in- 


surance devised yet to prevent depressions. 


The Martins really don’t want the Govern- 
ment to spend anything for public welfare at any 
time. In this instance, they had rather wait 
until the building industry gets in a really bad 
way and then hand out unneeded new postoffices 
where they will grow the most political hay. The 
truer apostles of economy are men like Senators 
Douglas and Taft, who favor housing. 


Since the Rules Committee dictatorship is 
ended, House members must stand up and be 
counted. When the vote comes they will not, we 
trust, be left behind the Senate in understanding 
the country’s housing needs and desires. 
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J. A. Gray's One-Man Campaign 

It's right there in plain language in the new 
Missouri Constitution. Art. III, Sec. 22 directs 
that “the recorded vote of the members of the 
committee shall be filed with all reports on 
bills.“ Missouri’s lower house observes this pro- 
vision, but the State Senate has so far refused to 
do so. It makes public the numerical division of 
the vote, but does not say what members ap- 
proved, what members disapproved and what 
members did not vote. 

To correct this condition, State Représentative 
J. A. Gray of Atchison is conducting a one-man 
campaign. Some weeks ago, he challenged valid- 
ity of a bill to control transportation of liquor 
which had passed both houses. He did so not 
because he was against the bill itself, but be- 
cause the Senate committee did not follow the 
anti-secrecy provisions of the Constitution. 


This week Senator Gray made objection to 
three more bills on the same ground, and an- 
nounced he would do so in every case. By unani- 
mous decision, the House decided that Gray’s 
protest would be considered on every bill. Ac- 
cording to Curtis A. Betts, Gray's action casts a 
doubt on the validity of all completed legisla- 
tion, forming the legal background and record 
under which any law may be contested in the 
courts.” 

It may seem odd that such a drastic maneuver 
is necessary to cause a state legislative body to 
abide by the state’s fundamental law, but that’s 
the way it is in Missouri. 
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What Giannini Left. 

Amadeo P. Giannini, the great San Francisco 
banker, satisfied many ambitions during his long 
and colorful career, one of them being that he 
had “no intention of dying a millionaire.” His 
will, just filed for probate, reveals an estate 
valued at less than $480,000. Most of it is be- 
queathed to further the “higher practical and 
cultural education” of his bank’s employes. 

No doubt Giannini fully provided for his heirs 


before his death, yet it is a wholesome thing that 


this man, who started work at the age of 12, 
was not concerned in piling up a huge fortune 
in his own right. . | 

He could have done so. But apparently it in- 
terested him more to challenge successfully the 
power of Eastern finance, to establish his banks 
throughout the State of California, and to en- 
gage in the many spirited controversies that 


marked his career. 


Despite all the criticisms made of him, Gian- 


nini was a massive influence in the development 
of the West Coast and a human, likable man. 
Missouri’s Official Song 

It appears that the “Missouri Waltz” is to 
be the state’s official song, to take its place with 
the hawthorn blossom as the official flower and 
the bluebird as the official bird. In the absence 
of Senator Robinett, the upper house reversed 
a previous decision and voted for the song 18 
to 7. Since the lower house has already passed 
the measure, it now goes to conference. 

Senator Robinett had led the oppositioh by 


referring to the “Missouri Waltz” as a “low rate, 


second class barroom ballad.” Could this be a 
sour Republican view of a tune enjoyed by Pres- 
ident Truman? Another obstacle was the hyper- 
sensitive objection by Negroes that the lyric con- 
tains the terms, “mammy” and “pickaninny.” 
As the Kansas City Star points out, other 


songs have been suggested, such as “Down Mis- 


souri Way,” “Missouri, the Show Me State,” 
“The St. Louis Blues,” and “The Rose of Kan- 
sas City Waltz.” Now they have evidently been 
discarded in favor of the “Missouri Waltz.” 

We only hope that this vital legislative action 
will get a restrained response from juke box 
addicts and amateur piano players. For the 
truth is that, while the waltz is not a bad melody 
when it is heard the first hundred thousand 
times, it becomes a severe test of state patriotism 
after that,

own pet agencies; is encouraged, however, by Congréss’ keen interest. 


An Interview with Herbert Hoover in U. S. News & World Report 


Are the possible economies that might 

come, Mr. Hoover, if the recommendations 
of your commission are adopted, measure- 
able at thig time? 
No accurate estimates are possible as to 
the savings. The only indication has been 
an inventory which I made of the views of 
the heads of our task forces. The aggre- 
gate of those estimates is about 4 billion 
dollars a year. 


Did you recommend eliminating any of 
the many new functions of Government 
that have grown up over the years? 

We have recommended the consolidation 
of functions, but we did not think it was 
our job—in fact it was not within our man- 
date—to instruct Congress about funda- 
mental functions. 


Can you estimate the possible reduction 
in the number of federal employes? 

Yes. The task force on personnel, all ex- 
perienced men in personnel work and fa- 
miliar with the Government, concluded that 
the Government could accomplish exactly 
the same purpose with about 10 per cent 
less personnel. 


Would 200,000 workers lose their jobs? 

No. The turnover is about 500,000 a year. 
If we had a properly organized system, we 
could take care of all capable employes dur- 
ing the reduction in turnover alone. 


It is often said that people can't be fired 
for lack of efficiency because of red tape. 
Have you tackled this problem? 

They can be discharged if they are 
caught red-handed in moral turpitude. But 
a supervising officer who wishes to remove 
a Government employe for inefficiency is 
required to prove it by documentary evi- 
dence. The employe then has four different 
appeals. The supervising officer has to ap- 
pear four different times to prove his case, 
and the net result of it is that few take the 
time and trouble to do it. One of the bases 
for classification of salary is the number of 
employes under a supervising official. Al- 
together, there is not enough incentive to 
get rid of the inefficient. 


eo any plan that will take care of 

Yes, we have outlined amendments for 
what we call “separation of employes.” 
They would protect employes from injus- 
tice, but would rid the Government of the 
inefficient. 

Do you think the presidency can be 
made into a workable job that one man 
can handle properly? 

On our computation there are 85 agencies 
reporting directly to the President. The 
Civil Service Commission and the Budget 
Eureau say there are about 65. But, in any 
event, if the President gave them each an 
hour a week, he would have a 65-hour 
week on just administrative problems, with 
no time for the major problems of policy. 
We reduced the number of agencies report- 
ing directly to him. 

A great deal of this background arises 
out of your Own personal contact with the 
problem, doesn’t it? 

Yes. This problem of organization of the 
Government -began officially under Presi- 
dent Taft. Mr. Wilson had a crack at it. 
Mr. Harding appointed a special commis- 
sion, of which I was a member. Mr. Cool 
idge attempted to do something about it. 
While I was in the White House I put up a 
complete program to the Congress. Mr. 
Roosevelt came along with further pro- 
grams. Mr. Truman has tried it.. 

Something was accomplished from all 
these efforts but never a completed whole— 
or even a proximation of it. Congress has 
always been the stumbling block. However, 
today Congress is alive to the problem, as 
witness this commission, which acts at the 
initiative of the Congress by unanimous

I've never seen Congress more enthusias-

tic about anything. There is already 
legislative accomplishment. But these little 


“vested interests” all over the country 
every Congressman has one or two of them 
in his district, and his pressures are for all 
parts of our plan except the ones affecting 
those groups. 

The reorganization bills now before Con- 
gress authorize the President to make cer- 
tain changes by executive order, which 
Congress then could veto. Will most of 
_ proposals have to be effected in that 
way 
No. There is some illusion about that 
authority. That authority of the President 
has practical application in a rather lim- 
ited sphere. Every one of our major rec- 
ommendations will require additional legis- 
lation beyond what the President can do 
under those powers. But the President 
should have those powers. 


How about appointments to office? 
Won't we be dependent in the future, as in 
the past, on the quality of particular ap- 
pointees? 

Everything depends on the quality of 
men that administer the Government. On 
the other hand, the very best quality of 
men cannot adequately. administer many 
functions with the machinery today. 

Have you talked this whole thing over 
with the President? N 

Many times. 

Is he favorable to it? , 

He is favorable to our plans generally. I 
do not wish to commit him on particulars. 


Isn't an aroused, supporting public opin- 


ion the only thing that will put this plan 
over? 


That is exactly right. If the public de- . 


mands it, then the plans will be realized. 

What is the principal obstacle in reor- 
ganizing the Government? 

The barriers are that everybody wants to 
reorganize everybody else, but he wants to 
be left alone himself. 

That is, the bureaus? 

Not only the bureaus but all their affili- 
ated associations throughout the country. 
Every one of these bureaus has the back- 
ing of some sort of citizens’ association 
whose interests lie in promoting it. We 
have the bankers who are naturally inter- 
ested in the conduct of the various finan- 
cial concerns in the Government. Those 
agencies in some cases are able to com- 
mand the propaganda activities of the 
American Baakers Association. There are 
the Army Engineers, with efficient citizens’ 
organizations advocating flood-control pro- 
ects. The Reclamation Bureau has citizens’ 
associations. The Forest Service has active 
citizens’ associations. All they have to do 
is to turn on these associations when 
changes are prepared. 

You mean thaf they can bring pressure 


: to bear on Congress? . 


We have a vivid example of it: One Sen- 
ator alone received 2000 telegrams of pro- 
test on the suspicion that we might suggest 
consolidating the construction agencies of 
the Government into one place, which 
would mean transferring the flood control 
and river and harbor construction from the 


War Department.

In the 
case of Russia, however, the content of 
Soviet practices is not acceptable. 

Having said this, it should be said, fur- 
ther, that it is too bad for the cause of a 
philosophical approach to world politics 
that the author has been so blind. For 
much of what he has to say, including 
many severe criticisms of American for- 
eign policy, is true. 

We have, indeed, appeared too often be- 
fore the world as the champion of reaction. 
We have played this role in Greece, and 
the results are plain. Some would have us 
play the same role in Spain. Fortunately, 
it is tao late to continue that line in China. 

It is true, also, that we seem too often to 
lack a positive program. We are against 
Communism; what are we for? 

‘Someone, however, should tell Prof. Som- 
erville that American democracy hasn't 
finished telling her story—to foreigners or 
to herself, either. Someone should tell him 
that that story is not determined only by 
the “economic self-interest” of capitalists, 
but by the decent instincts of people.

PENS AT ART MUSEUM 


Many of 100 Miniature Sculp- 
tures on Exhibit Are From 
Private Collections.

City Art Museum invaded the 
sphere of its neighbor the Zoo yes- 
terday by opening an animal fair. 
About 100 pieces of miniature 
sculpture of animals are included 
in a new exhibition called “A 
Bronze Menagerie.” 

Many of the sculptures have 
been chosen from private collec- 
tions of St. Louisans, the museum 
contributing from its own posses- 
sions to diversify the show. Lands 
represented include eastern and 
western parts of the ancient world 
between 1000 B.C. and 1000 A.D.

| bath.“ 
| Total fines to this extent for 
| athletic code violations the last 12 
months were slapped on the 10 
members of the big circuit in the 
Far West. The faculty members 
of the organization went all out 
yesterday in winding up affairs of 
the spring convention here. 

Some of the penalties were man- 
sized. The University of Wash- 
ington drew the largest fine — 
$5500. The University of Idaho 
was an out-distanced runner-up 
with an assessment of 34010. 

Fines ranged down to trifling 
$120 listed against Oregon State 
College. One observer opined this 
was minor league, not enough to 
snare a football prospect the size 
of a Singer’s midget. 

Behind Washington and Idaho, 
the fines graduated down as fol- 
lows: Washington State College, 
| $3720; Stanford, $2890; Southern 
| California, $2370; Oregon, $1390; 
| the University of California at 
Los Angeles, $555; California, 
$350: the University of Montana, 
$200. Oregon State brought up the 
| rear. 
| Strictest Enforcement. 
| Coast Conference people have 
contended they operate under the 
strictest athletic rules of the coun- 
try. The latest flock of fines 
would tend to bear out the claim. 
Many penalties were inflicted 
for highly technical reasons. Com- 
missioner Victor O. Schmidt said 
a number of violations’ that 
brought fines to the coast group 
would not have been considered 
infractions under the so-called 
“sanity code” which governs the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
soriation. 

Specific violations by the 
schools were not made public. 
They occurred in 26 categories. 

However, ‘athletic director Har- 
vey Cassill disclosed that $2000 of 
Washington's fine resulted from 
an incident of which the univer- 
sity had no previous knowledge. 
It was for entertainment of pro- 
spective students and provided, ©¥* 
dentily, by over-zealous alumni. 

Another $1600 of the Washing- 
ton total was charged because two 
university staff members met a 
plane in which two prospective 
students had arrived on a cam- 
pus insnection trip,

The school received no fines for 
illegal recruitine by staff mem- 
bers, althouch this vossibilitv had 
been bruited arourd in advance 
efter 14 junior college students 
from California transferred there 
several months ago. : 

Unauthorized recruiting activi- 
ties by alumni also was believed 
responsible for fines against some 
of the other members, those as- 
sessed above $2000.

WASHINGTON, June 16—Presi- 
dent Truman, as a word of coun- 
sel to people who are excited about 
the current spy investigations, 
pointed out at his press confer- 
ence today that such hysteria oc 
curs after every great war, finally 
dies down and the country does 
not go to hell.

: in Indiana in the 1920s.

One medium eggplant, one and 
one-half pounds, two teaspoops 
kitchen bouquet, one-third cup 
butter or bacon fat, one-half cup 
finely diced onion, one-half cup 
finely diced green pepper, one 
eight-ounce can tomato sauce, one 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one-half cup grated Par- 
mesan-type cheese. 

Peel eggplant and cut in one- 
half inch slices. Brush eggplant on 
both sides with kitchen bouquet. 
Melt butter in large frying pan 
over moderate heat and brown 
eggplant lightly on both sides in 
it. Remove eggplant to baking 
disk, Place onion and green pep- 
per In frying pan and cook about 
five minutes, stirring frequently. 
Add contents of can of tomato 
sauce, salt and pepper. Bring to 
boil. Pour over eggplant. Cover 
and bake in moderate oven, 350 
degrees fahrenheit, until eggplant 
is just tender, about 20 minutes.

Beat until well blended. Pour into 
shallow pan, lined with waxed pa- 
per.

However, he added, this should 
be done with suitable guarantees | 
„ . „that the line will continue 
to serve inland shippers and ship- 
pers who want water transporta- 
tion for package and carload ship- | 
ments.” 

Sawyer testified at a House 
Commerce subcommittee hearing 
on legislation by Representative 
Boggs (Dem.), Louisiana, which 
would increase from $15,000,000 to 
$33,000,000 capitalization of the In- 
land Waterways Corporation, which 
operates the barge line. The line is 
expected to show its first profit 
in 10 years for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30. 

Sawyer said if Congress wants 
the line operated he would oper- 
ate it and if Congress wants it 
liquidated he would liquidate it. 

But, he said, he doesn’t want to 
operate it in its present run-down 
condition and be expected to liqui- 
date it for any substantial sum. 

The line operates on the Missis- 
sippi, Illinois, Warrior and Mis- 
souri rivers. Its liquidation has 
been recommended by the Hoover 
Commission. 

If additional funds are not made 
available, Sawyer said,-the corpo- 
ration’s financial condition “may 
entail either the enforced curtail- 
ment of service with its conse- 
quent detrimental] effect on small 
shippers in the valley, or liquida- 
tion of the corporation during the 
latter part of fiscal 1950.” 

Sawyer said he does not favor a 
provision in the bill which would 
prohibit sale of the line within 
five years. He said a buyer might 
be found in less time than that 
and he preferred not to have his 
hands tied. 

Lachlan MacLeay, president of 
the Mississippi Valley Association, 
St. Louis, urged approval of the 
Boggs bill. 

Opposition came from F. G4? 
Robinson, traffic manager of the 
Galveston Chamber of Commerce, |! 
who said, if enacted, the legisla- 
tion would keep the Federal Gov- 
ernment in the transportation 
business at the expense of the 
taxpayers and in direct competi- 
tion with private agencies, and 
continue “the unfair freight rate 
advantages now enjoyed by the 
port of New Orleans, La., to the 
positive detriment of the Texas 
ports of Galveston and Houston.”

Bellamy’s “Looking Backward”;

THE SUPERB SQUARE that stretches from 
the Ritz to the Palace Hotel hums with many 
fine cars, mostly American. The street is being 
repaired by modern machinery and, almost wher- 
ever the eye wanders, new buildings are going 
up. But the workers cannot dream of one day 
owning one of the cars that pass, or of living 
in the buildings. Their worry is how to buy 
enough food with their meager wages. . And, 
of course, there can be no thought of a strike 
for a better living wage—for striking is a crime 
comparable to treason. 

In a single building that fronts on the square 
where these words are written hangs an art 
collection which poverty-laden Spain could sell 
for $200,000,000 The Museo del Prado is the 
greatest in the world; greater in some respects 
than the Louvre and Metropolitan combined, It 
has whole wings, not rooms, filled with the 
greatest works of El Greco, Goya, Murillo, Ru- 
bens, Ribera, Velazquez, Rafael, Titian, Van 
Dyck, Botticelli and other masters. 

But even the hungry Spaniard would reject a 
proposal to save his nation’s skin by selling one 
of these. The Hapsburgs and the Bourbons 
withered into nothingness through inbreeding 
and corruption but the Spaniards they ruled 
remain strong and filled with pride. It is a pride 
that is often incomprehensible to a visitor. 

* « 

THE SPANIARD admires strength. The sight 
of Franco, handsomely uniformed and racing 
along behind screaming motorcycles and protec- 
tive cars with big, tough, armed Moors—his 
guard of honor—will set thousands to cheering. 
And yet the same Spaniard is so set against 
being bossed that he will lend himself to any 
of a dozen societies constantly plotting the down- 
fall of Franco and the seating of a new govern- 
ment or head of state. Yet forjall the Spaniard’s 
individual pride there seem to be few open de- 
mands for a government based on United States- 
type freedoms. 

This is a land where a man can live like a 
king if he has a sufficient number of American 
dollars, and where nothing has an established 
price in Pesetas. Roughly, the Spanish citizen’s 
peseta is pegged at about a dime. But some 
American firms doing business here can buy 
pesetas at the rate of 12 to the dollar. Other 
United States firms get 16 to the dollar. The 
tourist gets 25 for his buck. In the black market 
you can get as high as 40 for a dollar. The 
American who gets 40 for the dollar pays the 
equivalent of only 37% cents for a pack.of smug- 
gled American cigarettes. The Spanish working 
man, shelling out a similar 15 pesetas for a simi- 
lar pack, is in reality spending $1.50 for the same 
smokes. So he cannot afford them.

DINNER AND DRINKS for three of us at 
the Jockey Club the other night came to 800 
pesetas, after all the taxes and service charges 
had been added on. At the tourist rate that 
would have been a stiff $32. At the best black 
market rate it would have been $20. But the 
Spaniard who undertook to pay the bill would 
have been paying the equivalent of $80. So there 
were few Spanish customers, and those who were 
present ate sparingly and drank little. 

The concierge at the hotel was apologetic about 
his inability to sell me a copy of the European 
edition of the Herald-Tribune. “There was an 
editorial against the Government, I suppose,” he 
ehrugged. “So the paper cannot be distributed 
today. 

“Maybe tomorrow,” he added. It becomes easy 
to say after a bit.

The outcome was distinctly dis- 
tasteful to the East-West pair. 
West opened a low spade, and 
South immediately discarded a 
club on dummy’s second diamond 
trick, then ruffed a diamond. He 
ruffed a spade in dummy and led 
the heart jack. East desperately 
"hoping that his partner had a 
heart honor, played low, but the 
jack of course held. Now an es- 
tablished diamond was led from 
dummy, and East could use his 
trump ace or not, as he saw fit— 
in any case, it was going to be 
the only trick accruing to his side. 
North-South collected the tidy 
score of 960 points aside from 
their rubber bonus. 


The never-varying question was 
asked by my correspondent: Who. 
was responsible, East or West, for 
this calamity? Obviously, it was 
a calamity, because East-West 
could have sacrificed very cheaply 
at four spades, and could have 
beaten à five-heart contract if 
the opponents persisted. (A club 
lead by West would give the de- 
fenders three tricks.) 

It is unfair to criticize East 
severely for his defense at the 
actual contract, because the best 
he could do, after the opening 
lead, was to put up the heart ace 
at the first opportunity and cash 
a club trick, thus saving one ex- 
tra trick. The pertinent questions, 
therefore, concern the East-West 
bidding. In this writer’s opinion, 
it was West who was largely at 
fault, because of his failure to 
bid four spades directly over 
South’s four hearts, “and his fur- 
ther failure to make the same bid 
even though East doubled four 


hearts. 
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Teen Tips: Dancing Frocks

OW it’s a high school girl who 

wants to know what to wear 

to informal and formal dances. 
(We answered this question for a 
hoy recently, remember?) 

“What do you wear,” she writes, 
“for a formal, a semi-formal and 
just a plain dance? Please tell 
me as soon as possible.” 

When it’s “just a plain dance,” 
it's informal. This calls for a 
daytime or date dress (¢treet- 
length). Sweaters and skirts are 
not correct; they’re for casual 
wear, school and sports. A blouse 
and skirt may be worn if the 
blouse is a dress-up one, not too 
tailored. Moccasin-type and sad- 
die shoes are out; wear dress-up 
shoes with low or medium heels 
and stockings. 


“Semi-formal” usually means 
that the girls wear long dance 
dresses — formal ones—and the 


boys wear dark suits (not sports 
jackets), preferably navy blue, be- 
cause navy is considered more 
formal and dressed up. This en- 
ables the girls to wear their pret- 
tiest party dresses, if they like, 
but the boys don’t have to wear 
tuxedos—unless they have them 
and really want to wear them. 


For formal dances, both girls 
and boys must dress formally, the 
girls in full-length dresses and the 
boys in tuxedos or, if they’re un- 
der 16, in navy blue suits. 


For girls, gloves are optional; 
you can wear little white cotfdn 
“shortie” gloves (they're very 
smart) or none at all. Silver, gold 
or white sandals or pumps with 
flat or medium heels—or sandals 
dyed to match your dress—and 
stockings. A pearl necklace and 
possibly a bracelet to match are 
suitable and attractive,

nouncer has taken me to task 
for stating in this column that 
the word route may be pronounced 
either “root” or “rout”—that one 
is as correct as the other. 

He writes, “You should not be 
permitted to spread such false 
teachings. ‘Rout’ for route is un- 
thinkable! Why not buy a dic 
tionary?” 

I seldom buy dictionaries. The 
publishers keep me supplied free 
as the new editions come out. 
Hence, I have shelffuls of diction- 
aries of all sizes and ages. 

Now there may be other readers 
who share the opinion of our an- 
nouncer, believing that “root” is 
the only authorized pronunciation 
for the word route. Let’s look at 
the dictionaries. 

Both “root” and “rout” are 
sanctioned by the American Col- 
lege Dictionary, Kenyon and 
Knott’s Pronouncing Dictionary,

speech. The “rout” pronunciation 
is correct too; but there are times 
when it becomes a_ stoplight. 
Notice the ridiculous mental im- 
ages that result from such uses 
as: The railroad rooted us through 
Chicago; the railroad is rooting 
us to Denver via Kansas City; we 
asked the railroad to root us 
through St. Louis.

I have heard it argued that the 
pronunciation “root’ for route is 
desirable because it distinguishes 
the word route from the word 
rout. But what do we gain by 
that when the pronunciation 
“root” makes us think of the word 
root? 

And what of the words routed 
and routing? Routed is the past 
tense of both rout and route. 
Routing is the verbal noun form 
of both rout and route. The spell- 
ing “routing” does not suggest the 
pronunciation “rooting.” 

Personally, I prefer the 
nunciation “rout” for the 
route and its derivatives.
